ISSUANCE  AND  USE  OF  TRANSPORTATION   REQUESTS 

This  notice  supplements  the  notice  which  appeared  in  the  October  1943  issue 
of  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  regarding  the  issuance  and  use  of 
transportation  requests. 

In  paragraph  12  of  the  October  1943  notice,  we  stated  that  there  had  been  no 
definite  ruling  as  to  whether  the  transportation  tax  on  a  cash  fare  amounting  to 
$1.00  or  more  was  reimbursable  to  the  traveler.  In  a  decision  dated  January  4, 
1944,  the  Comptroller  General  ruled  that  such  transportation  tax  was  reimburs- 
able. He  also  states  that  receipts  will  not  be  required  for  the  transportation  tax 
paid  on  railroad  and  other  transportation  fares  except  those  paid  in  connection 
with  travel  on  extra-fare  trains  or  for  livery  or  special  conveyances,  or  sleeper  car, 
parlor  car,  or  stateroom  accommodations.  With  respect  to  receipts  for  Pullman 
tickets  and  fares,  the  tax  is  computed  on  the  amount  charged  by  The  Pullman 
Company  for  the  accommodations  furnished  by  it  and,  since  it  can  be  verified 
readily,  it  is  of  no  consequence  whether  such  tickets  or  receipts  contain  any  nota- 
tion concerning  the  tax. 
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
